The 
local recycling center already takes 
aluminum items, glass jars and 
bottles, plastic milk and juice 
bottles, cardboard, leaves and yard 
waste, newspapers, and white 
goods. Batteries may be taken to 
the DPW building for disposal. 

Though Wilmington's recycling 
program is not mandated, Caira 
encourages all residents to utilize 
the drop-off center on Old Main 
Street and comply with the law.

In the near 
future, the town will be crafting a 
bylaw to cover recycling, added 
the manager.

Tom Keogan, who runs the Wil- 
mington Redemption Center on 
Main Street, has found that the 
bottle redemption business can be 
tough. The primary problem he 
faces is that the ai companies 
will not cooperate with him.

Next week, Mark Haldaric faces the latest challenge of his 
fledgling political career, making his first bid for 
re-clection. Facing challenges is nothing new for the 
chairman of the board of selectmen, He entered office in 
1990 facing a Proposition 2 1/2 override and the 
appointment of a new town manager. The real challenge 
may have been the intense lobbying those issues generated. 
But Haldane steadfastly opposed the tax hike and resisted 
those who believed the newest selectman was a political 
neophyte whose convictions could be easily courted. _ 

Haldane's hallmark has been his easy-going, pleasant 
demeanor and a wit reminiscent of former Selectman Bob 
Doucette. One of the reasons for Haldane's popularity is 
his ability to tick off any number of cuts, consolidations, 
road improvements and community projects from his first 
term while giving credit to town professionals whom he 
obviously admires and likes. 

There are some who have criticized Haldane for his 
unswerving support of Town Manager Mike Caira 
However, others have complimented the selectman for 
providing the support the town's chief administrator needs 
to perform his duties. 

Last May, Haldane reached the pinnacle of town politics 
when he was elected chairman of the Board of Sclectmen, 
only to see that achievement become insignificant four days 

latcr when Wilmington Firefighters summoned him to 
. Winchester Hospital where his wife of 14 years died

Haldane's eyes narrow and he bristles at the suggestion 
| that perhaps the pressures of being a single parent and 
raising his six-year-old son, Matthew, alone are too much 
of a burden, given his many other activities. "Those who 
+ Suggest that you should have grown children and no job to 
serve your community would disqualify some of the most 
productive members of our socicty," Haldane said. 

Haldane is seen at meetings, functions and events with 
Matthew, a constant reminder that being a father is his most 
important role but that he clearly enjoys his role as a town 
father as well, 

Haldane is held in high esteem by a number of officials in 
‘ local goverment. "First above all he's always been a 
» gentiiman and as a newcomer to politics I think he's been 
, one of the finest selectmen I've ever served with," said Bob 
Cain, who at 14 years of service is Wilmington's deacon 
selectman, Those sentiments were echoed by retiring 
School Committeeman Phil Fenton, Sr. who said Haldane 

represents the "change we need in government" because 
“he's had the.integrity to listen to working people and 
~Fepresent-their-needs:— And-this-from-housing authority-

Dear Lara: 
On March 16, 1993, during the 
meeting concerning the 


development of Lot 41, Rhode 
Island Road, the residents of Ohio 
Street, attended in force and 
adamantly opposed the proposal of 
any construction of the paper road 
referred to as Frisco Road, and 
submitted a signed list of the 
residents as proof of that 
opposition. 

We are now sending this letter to 
the Planning Board, Town 
Manager, and the Town Crier to 
give written proof that we are a 
united group of residents who wish 
to express our outrage and 
opposition at the way we are being 
railroaded into having an access 
road constructed into the 
neighborhood behind us, 

Below are a number of reasons 
why we feel this road should not be 
constructed: 

1. Safety: The every day safety 
of our children, who number close 
to 30, will be in far greater 
jeopardy than it is currently. If 
construction of Frisco Road is 
allowed, Ohio Street will become a 
major shortcut for all four streets 
behind it. This would mean a huge 
daily increase in traffic brought on 
by the people who live back there, 
not to mention their visitors, 
delivery trucks, and ever popular 
speeding pizza delivery people. The 
probability of one of our children 
being seriously injured or killed in a 
traffic accident due to increased 
traffic, is far greater than any 
remote chance of a catastrophe due 
to blocked SS. 

The excuse of blocked access is a 
rather weak one al best, and was 
only introduced by the residents 
who live behind Ohiv Sueet, under 
the pretext of safety, because they 
are trying to exercise rights that are 
not their's over the proposed 
construction of Lot 41 on Rhode 
Island Road. In addition, if single 
access roads are such a safety issue 
to the town, then why has it and 
currently is, allowing such 
developments to be built? Example: 
Apache Way, currently under 
construction for 30 new homes; 
Cushing Drive, 12 new homes, and 
many others than could be listed as 
single access developments. 

Any resident on Ohio Street, and 
for that matter on New Hampshire 
Road, would also testify to the 
dangerous speeds by which certain 


residents who live behind New 
Hampshire Road, routinely travel 
down New Hampshire Road, in 
order to get to their homes faster. 
This rather alarming trend would 
only be transferred to Ohio Street if 
Frisco Road is built. 

2. Property value and 
privacy: The residents of Ohio 
Street paid a premium for the 
“privilege” of living on a dead end 
street. It was privilege that we were 
reminded of all too often by these 
very same developers and real estate 
agents who created the development 
behind Ohio Suet. We were told 
again and again by the developers, 
real estate agents, and in at Icast one 
case by the Board of Appeals, that 
Frisco Road would never be built 
In an already depressed housing 
market, the value of our property 
will be even further reduced. 

3. Crime: It's an ever growing 
presence in Wilmington, and by 
Ohio Sueet being a dead end and for 
that matter the development behind 
Ohio Strect, we feel it reduces the 
attractiveness to a criminal who 
would think twice about the risk of 
being trapped by only one way oul, 

4. The elevation: of New 
Hampshire Road is significantly 
higher than Ohio Street which 
would cause flooding to the abutters 
property. A perfect example of this 
took place when the developer 
finally put in curbs on New 
Hampshire Road, When they first 
started putting in the curbs, they left 
a gap where Frisco Road meets New 
Hampshire to make it easier for 
bicycles to cut through, After it 
rained the next day, all the runoff 
from New Hampshire Road came 
cascading down the paper road and 
flooded it. After complaints, the 


missing curbing was put in and it 
stopped, 

5. The Board of Appeals: had 
given the Frizol’s, who abutt Frisco 
Road, a variance to build a deck and 


tc another safety issue, but also 
place a significant hardship on the 
Frizol's. The Board of Appeals 
granted this variance because the 
original developer was allowed to 
build the Frizol's lot with less than 
the required 16,000 feet. Because of 
this insufficient lot size, the Frizol's 
were told Frisco Road would not be 
developed and " this particular 
parcel of land docs show a 
substantial hardship, financial and 
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otherwise to the applicants, and 
special conditions do affect the 
particular parcel, therefore, 
desirable relief can be granted 
without substantial detriment to the 
public good.” So now, not only are 
the Frizol's on an insufficient lot, 
they would now stand to lose even 
more financially by having the rod 
put next to their house. 

6, Underground utilities: on 
both ends of Frisco Road, would 
have to be dug up and service 
interrupted all at great expense. In 
addition, at taxpayers expense, the 
town would then have to maintain 
another road. 

In closing, we are in contact with 
attorneys and are exploring our 
legal options in opposition to the 
construction of Frisco Road and 
stand ready to exercise fully any 
options of legal rights we may 
possess. We sincercly hope that we 
will not be used as some sort of 
appeasement for the people who live 
behind Ohio Street because of their 
on-going animosity toward 
Presidential Development

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Changes at NESWC 
favor Wilmington

A reorganization at NESWC 
(Northeast Solid Waste Committee) 
will give all member towns an equal 
voice in the operation of the trash 
facility in North Andover. In 
financial matters, though, towns 
will have a weighted vote. 

From now on, said Town Manager 
Michael Caira, Wilmington and the 
22 other towns will cach send one 
representative to serve on the newly 
created board of directors. For- 
merly, NESWC had a two-tiered 
organization: an executive com- 
mittee consisting of representatives 
from 10 member towns and an 
advisory board made up of 
representatives from all the towns. 
Wilmington did not have a say in the 
executive board. The change to a 
board of directors will give towns 
more control over plant operations, 
said Caira. 

The changes came at a meeting on 
April 1. Caira attended that mecting 


with DPW Supt. Bob Palmer. He 
said it was apparent that the execu- 
live committee was the "driving 
force" behind the agency and, for 
that reason, Wilmington pushed for 
a fairer structure to all member 
towns, 

The board of directors will be 
hiring either a new executive 
director and staff or a management 
firm to manage the agency, said 
Caira. A final decision is expected 
in carly May. The manager added 
the board will have to hire 
professionals that understand the 
business of converting trash to 
energy. 

"We're really trying to keep an 
eye on a situation that got out of 
hand," said Caira, 

On a motion from Caira, NESWC 
established an $85 tipping fee for 
member towns, Andover proposed 
an $87.10 fee but that would have 
cost Wilmington another $20,000 
Next year, he added.

The business manager stated a 
flasher system is needed for hearing 
impaired students in case of a fire 
and signs in town and school 
buildings have to be a certain height 
and printed in braille under the new 
law. DeRoeve added the latter will 
be addressed at the April town 
meeting. 

"The issues are serious and they do 
have financial implications," he 
said.

Tenants to lobby 
for new elevators

Tenants at the new Deming Way 
Extension in Wilmington are 
banding together to try to gefyan 
elevator in their building. The 
elevator would make it easier for 
handicapped residents to visit 
friends on the second floor and for 
the elderly tenants to get around 
and bring bags of groceries to their 
upper level apartments, according 
to housing authority member Dot 
Butler. 

Butler told the rest of her board 
Tuesday night she has been wor- 
king on the problem and finally 
called a handicapped organization 
in Boston. She said she was told 
that dwelling units constructed 
after March 13, 1991 can have 
elevators, Butler also explained to 
the organization most of the tenants 
on the second floor were "des- 
perate" for the units and agreed to 
take them despite the fact that they 
might encounter problems later on. 

"It was either that or nothing," 
she said. 

Executive Director Ken Dorrance 
had also been trying to get state 
funds to install an elevator but the 
money was not forthcoming.

Rents 
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School board-Police reaffirm partnership 
against school drug offenders 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Wilmington School Committee 
members gave unanimous approval 
Wednesday to renew a Memoran- 
dum of Understanding between the 
school and police departments, The 
document covers students caught 
using, possessing, or distributing 
drugs or alcohol on school property 
and dates back to 1987. 

School Supt. Dr. Geraldine 
O'Donnell told the committee they 
needed to update the memorandum 
to remind parents and students there 
is a working relationship between 
the two departments, especially 
concerning the school's drug and 
alcohol policy. She said she and 
Chief Stewart were planning to 
meet with Principal Paul Fleming to 
look at preventive programs to keep 
students away from drugs and 
alcohol. In addition, Dr. O'Donnell 
said she plans to look into other 
health issues like smoking, 

"We cannot let our guard down 
for one moment," she said. 

The drug and alcohol policy is 
"the toughest drug policy in the 
Commonwealth" according to Bob 
Peterson, who served as chairman 


of the Drug Policy Task Force. It 
covers students caught possessing, 
using, or distributing drugs or 
being under the influence of drugs 
or alcohol as well as students in 
possession of prescription or over 
the counter drugs on school 
property. The penalty for a first 
offense is an eight day suspension, 
shortened to four days if parents or 
guardians meet with school 
officials. The penalty for a second 
offense is a 10 day suspension from 
school with the possibility of 
expulsion after a hearing in front of 
the school board. 

The memorandum spells out a 
procedure to be followed in case a 
student is caught in violation of the 
school drug policy. It states " 
cases of actual possession, use, sale, 
or distribution of alcohol or a 
controlled substance in school (or) 
upon school property or at a school 
sponsored event will be reported to 
the chief of police for appropriate 
action.” The document goes on to 
say that any questioning of students 
shall take place in front of the 
student's parents or guardian and

Reading Light has a problem 


by €apt. Larz Neilson 

The Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD) seeks to solve 
a problem. The problem can be 
called DPU 85-121, which stands 
for the 121st ruling by the Public 
Utilities of Massachusetts, dating 
back to 1985, 

Ken Rucker, RMLD General 
Manager and others sought to 
explain the problem last 
Wednesday, (March 31) at a 
meeting in the Lord Wakefield 
Hotel. Officials of the four towns 
involved in the RMLD system had 
been invited, as well as members of 
the Town Citizens’ Advisory Board 
and from cach of those four towns. 
Unfortunately there were some who 
were unable to be present. 

DPU 85-121 was a decision made 
by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Utilities in answer to some 
charges of discrimination filed in 
1985 by Wilmington firms, and in 
which the Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce was interested, 

The issues involved the rates 
charged, in the various towns, 
Reading, Wilmington, North 
Reading and part of Lynnfield. The 
decision was handed down in 
October 1987 by the Mass. DPU, 
and discussed eight points, 

For about 80 years the Reading 
Light Dept. had calculated its Rate 
of Return based on the figures of the 
Gross Plant Value, From a common 
sense view point this was very 
sensible, back at the turn of the 
century, when Reading's Light 
Department was wholly in Reading. 
One of the minor advantages in 
those days was that Reading could 
put up Christmas lights on the 
common, and the expenses could be 
paid by the Light Department. 

But in 1985, with much new 
industry in Wilmington, someone 
pointed to this, and other ite iS, and 
made a complaint to the Mass. DPU, 
The complaint alleged cight points 
of discrimination in favor of 
Reading. 

In October 1987, the DPU issued 
an order directing the RMLD to 
calculate its eight percent rate of 


‘return on the Net plant value, in 


Reading. No longer could the Gross 
plant value be used, the value in all 
the towns. 

The practical effect of the ruling 
was to decrease the funding 
available to the RMLD for its 
capital projects, 

If not reversed, the ruling of DPU 
would mean that the physical plant 
and the system reliability of the 
RMLD would deteriorate, the 
money which accrues to the 
individual towns (in lieu of taxes) 
would decrease, or the RMLD will 
have to assume extensive bonding 
debt ($3.465 million in 1991, and 
$4.95 million in 1992, or, there 
May well be substantial new 
Customer hookup charges, or, there 
will have to be a combination of all 


four options. 

No matter how viewed, the 
options are formidable to all four 
communities, 

Home Rule Act? 

The RMLD is owned by the Town 
of Reading. Most if not all of the 
utilities in Massachusetts are owned 
by companies consisting of stock 
holders. The state DPU has 
Suggested the above approach, as the 
Money "in lieu of taxes” to Reading 
could then become an issue. 

The real point is that what is 
needed is a Home Rule Act, for the 
four towns to support. 

There could be special 
legislation, which would increase the 
Tate of return to offset the net plant 
impact, and could make the rate of

would require Special 
Legislation to amend the 
Massachusetts General Laws 164, 
Section 58. It would require the 
DPU to substitute the word "gross," 
instead of "net;" for all Light 
Departments, 

The reaction to such a Proposal, 
by the various light departments, 
and the DPU, is admittedly, unclear. 

A potential solution would be 
Special Legislation, to allow the 
RMLD to issue its own Revenue 
Bonds, 

The RMLD, which serves four 
towns, al this time can bond only 
Reading taxpayers. 

Such Special Legislation could 
increase the regularity Oversight of 
the RMLD, and at the same time 
lessen Reading's control of the 
RMLD. But it would Provide the 
RMLD with financing flexibility, 

Another potential solution would 
be to persuade the DPU to take a 
second look at "net" and "gross," 
and to request an advisory ruling. 
The DPU might well decline such a 


ternative would be to file a 
flat incre; based on the gross 
plant. TI would be open to 
challenges by the towns, or by the 
customers, 

A third solution would be to 
Fequest an accounting change. The 
DPU, it is said, does not like single 
issue rate cases, 

Significant considerations 

It is significant, the RMLD points 
out, that a solution must be found, 
or the operation of the RMLD be 
changed, fundamentally. 

The three towns, North Reading, 
Wilmington and Lynnfield would 
be sensitive to a rate increase if it 
only benefited Reading taxpayers, 
and not all ratepayers, 

All solutions can be expensive up 
front, and are not guaranteed to 
completely resolve the issue, or to 
avoid creating unwanted side 
effects, the RMLD states. That was 
the purpose for calling the meeting. 

The potential solutions must be

Questions for candidates 

for Board of Selectmen 
1, In the mid-1970's the Local 
Growth Policy Committee's survey 
of Wilmington indicated that the 
people wanted to retain the 
residential character of the town; 
the Strategic Management 
Committee of the late 1980's 
identified "Suburban Character" as 
a key issue of importance. As a 
selectman, what steps will you take 
to reinvigorate our local economy 
without changing the residential 


character of Wilmington? 
2. Given the current controversy 
over sewering the town 


(construction costs, potential for 
increased zoning density, unknown 
environmental impacts, MWRA 
assessments, validity of the Master 
Sewer Plan, etc.) what is your 
position on the issue of scwering 
Wilmington? 
Anthony Capuano 

Question I: There are steps 
which can be taken to reinvigorate 
our local economy without 
changing the residential character 
of the town which the voters want. 
Current zoning need not be changed 
only on a very limited and 
exceptional basis. 

The best way is to establish a Task 
Force of people from Town 
Government and the Chamber of 
Commerce to promote and 
encourage business and industry to 
locate in our town, 

Approximately 26 percent of our 
business and industrial base is 
vacant, These vacancies should be 
identified and inventoried so that 
this Task Force can begin the job of 
filling them. This is the prime 
priority for our local economy. 

Question 2. No new sewering of 
the Town - not until MWRA 
assessments become fair and 
reasonable. Currently, we are being 
assessed by population rather than 
by consumption. This is unfair 
because most of our residents have 
their own septic systems. 

I have been involved with the 
sewering of Wilmington since 1983 
when it was installed for my home. 
The rate at that time was 75 cents 
per 100 cubic feet; it is now $4.27 
and still climbing. When added to 
the cost of taxes.and other utilities - 
heat, electricity” and telephone, the 
cost of maintaining a home will be 
out of the reach of many of us. 
Right now, I pay $800.00 a year for 
water and sewerage. 

The cost of living in Wilmington 
is high enough, adding the cost of 
cleaning up Boston Harbor is not 
fair when Boston is not picking up 
its fair share and when neither the 
State nor Federal Government are 
helping to pay for the Cleanup. 


Mark Haldane 

Question 1: Economic 
revitalization requires short and 
long term planning. State law 
prohibits us from offering tax 
incentives to businesses, therefore, 
Wilmington must attract jobs by 
providing an attractive, accessible 
business environment and a talented 
labor pool. 

The Town Manager and 
Community Development Team 
meet frequently with potential 
tenants and buyers of 
commercial/industrial property to 
discuss the benefits of locating in 
Wilmington. The Sweetheart Cup 
and Wilmington Ford locations are 
focal points of those efforts, Several 
new businesses have moved to 


, Wilmington and several others have 


expanded as a result of these efforts. 
My first term has seen us focus on 
community development. We have 


received $1.2 million through a 
Small Cities Grant, Community 
Development Action Grant, 
Strategic Planning Grant and the 
establishment of an Affordable 
Housing Trust Fund. These 
programs provide for business 
revitalization, infrastructure de- 
velopment and residential improve- 
ments. 

I was active in ending years of 
sub-standard development by 
placing jurisdiction of town 
planning with the Planning Board. 
For years we have talked about our 
“residential character." 1 acted to 
preserve it and ensure equality of 
service to every taxpayer. 

We must plan for the jobs of 
tomorrow and ensure that 
Wilmington residents are trained in 
the emerging industries of software, 
envirotech, telecommunications, 
biotech, computer graphics and 
imaging. This requires that we 
work in partnership with the School 
Department to provide educational 
opportunities to make our students 
competitive in the labor market. 

I will build on a record of success 
to reinvigorate the economy and 
preserve our residential character. 

Question 2: As a sclectman, I 
supported the establishment of the 
Sewer Finance Advisory Board, 
which has recommended that sewer 
funding be project specific. I 
support that recommendation and 
will support Article 14 of the Town 
Meeting. It is not reasonable to be 
for or against “sewering 
Wilmington" without knowing the 
specifics of a particular project. 

Economic development and 
environmental safety will require 
that certain areas of town be 
sewered. We must eventually 
address the needs of the Fordham 
Road area and we should look at 
whether or not sewers should be 
included as part of the Route 38 
corridor revitalization. 

Proposals for sewers in residential 
areas must take into account the 
funding mechanism, the 
environmental impact, projections 
for septic system failure, MWRA 
assessments for those who would 
hook into the system and the 
purpose of such a proposal in 
conjunction the town's planning 
goals and master sewer plan. 

Every proposal must be assessed 
on its own merits, using a 
cost/benefit analysis. The failed 
Northeast Interceptor project was 
an example of town government 
listening to the input of citizens and 
allowing the will of the people to 
prevail through a town meeting 
vote. The process of voter 
participation in this issue must 
continue, 

I will judge every sewer project 
individually, after weighing all the 
facts and listening to concerns from 
both sides. To do otherwise would 
be irresponsible.

wealth of knowledge and 
experience. We need to bring them 
into the loop. The Board of 
Selectmen could establish a 
sub-committee that would work 
with the Chamber of Commerce to 
develop strategies to attract new 
businesses. The Planning Board also 
should be represented on this 
committee. 

A local businessman recently 
explained to me how a town in New 
Hampshire worked closely with him 
to lead him through the permit 
approval process. If we are to 
attract certain types of business, we 
should establish a similar program 
to work with the business owners, 
The intent of this approach is not to 
circumvent the approval process but 
to explain the steps required and to 
prepare a roadmap through the 
maze of permits. This approach 
would also be beneficial to 
homeowners seeking various 
permits. 

Ultimately, the Planning Board 
and the Town Meeting provide us 
with the controls necessary to keep 
commercial activitics in areas we, 
the taxpayers, so determine. 

Question 2: We cannot afford to 
sewer the entire town. When the last 
sewer construction took place, the 
town received state and federal 
grants totaling 90 percent of the 
cost. Today, those grants are no 
longer available, From an 
environmental perspective, sewer- 
ing the entire town is not necessary. 
If an area is determined to need 
sewers because of environmental 
problems,the method of financing 
the construction should be 
determined by the town's voters, 

Complicating our situation are the 
exorbitant MWRA assessments. 
Four years ago it was 750 thousand 
dollars; now it is 1,6 million 
dollars. As a result, sewer bills have 
doubled. The MWRA assessment 
formula is unfair to Wilmington 
because it is based on the entire 
population of the town but only 
about 10 percent of the homes are 
actually on sewers. If the assessment 
formula was based on the flow, not 
total population, the sewer bills 
would be reduced dramatically. For 
the past several years, the Board of 
Selectmen has not taken any action 
to fight the MWRA over these 
unfair assessments. I would Chair a 
Citizens Committee that would 
aggressively work with the handful 
of other towns that are being 
similarly overcharged. There is 
strength in numbers, and we can no 
longer remain silent with the 
MWRA. In addition, | would 
initiate a feasibility study to 
withdraw from the MWRA and 
construct our own treatment plant, 
This study was proposed several 
years ago but never undertaken. 
With regard to the Master Sewer 
Plan, it is not a mandate to sewer the 
entire town. 


Tom Siracusa 

Question 1: To increase our 
local economy (growth) and 
maintain our residential character, 
is one of the most important issues 
facing Wilmington today. How 
effective our upfront planning is 
today, will ultimately effect 
Wilmington's future for tomorrow. 
To achieve this goal we must look at 
where Wilmington is today. 

Our industrial base, which is 
located on the outskirts of our 
borders is shrinking. As our 
industrial base - shrinks our 
residential tax burden increases. 
Higher tax rates reduce our housing 
value and will not attract residential 
prospects.

Question 2; The lack of 
sewerage and the unfair 
proportional burden that residents 
with sewerage pay, is a result of 
poor upfront planning that occurred 
years ago, A comprehensive plan, 
that addressed cost, density and 
environmental impacts, would have 
allowed for an orderly transition 
from septic to sewerage with 
minimal impact. At this point in 
time, it would not make sense to 
hook up to sewerage with an open 
ended cost associated with it, Not to 
mention what environmental impact 
would occur as a result of a 
suspected Master Sewerage Plan.

44,000 
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SHARE comes 
to Wilmington 


by Arlene Surprenant 

SHARE (Self Help and Resource 
Exchange) will soon be coming to 
Wilmington — if there's enough 
interest in the community. So far, 
only a few residents of Deming 
Way have taken advantage of the 
program that offers $33 worth of 
food monthly to any resident, 
regardless of circumstance, for 
only $13 and two hours of 
community service. 

SHARE is a private, non-profit 
organization which gives citizens a 
chance to purchase a food package 
which includes six to ten pounds of 
frozen meat; fresh fruits and 
vegetables; staples such as potatoes 
cereals, rice, and beans; and 
packaged and processed items like 
Velvetta cheese and jam, Each 
month different foods are offered. 
Families may purchase more than 
one $33 box of food but must pay 
$13 per box and agree to an equal 
amount of community service. The 
latter can take the form of 
answering telephones for a 
neighbor, making food deliveries, 
bagging food for SHARE, working 
in hospitals, shelters, churches, and 
schools, or doing some act of 
goodwill toward neighbors or the 
community as a whole. SHARE 
operates through a neighborhood 
host organization. There are 
SHARE programs in Stoncham, 
Reading, and Andover. 

The idea was brought up at 
Tuesday's meeting of the Wil- 
mington Housing Authority by 


Chairman Tom Siracusa. He said, 
though “nothing is committed yet," 
Executive Director Ken Dorrance 
and his administrative assistant Ka- 
ren DeJoie have volunteered to use 
Deming Way as a distribution cen- 
ter for the food and to drive to 
Canton to pick up the food for any 
residents who sign up. Siracusa 
praised the concept saying, "It's a 
good idea and a good community 
effort.” 

WHA member Dot Butler, who 
belongs to the program, said the 
whole idea is "people helping 
people." Deming Way tenant Rita 
Ginewicz explained the procedure. 
She said participants pay the $13 
and get a volunteer slip when they 
first sign up. After voluntecring 
their time, they are eligible for the 
box of food when the center opens 
for two hours each month. 

While all WHA members ex- 
Pressed interest in the food 
Program, some felt the board 
should proceed with caution, Both 
Al Meegan and Joan Sadowski 
asked for more information before 
agrecing to use Deming Way. The 
board favored a motion by Meegan 
to look further into SHARE at 
their next meeting. 

Dorrance is asking any residents 
interested in participating in 
SHARE to call his office at 
658-8531. He added one way to 


handle the community service 
component would be for residents 
to help out around the elderly 
apartments at Deming Way.

Baby boomers 
impact housing 


Aging baby boomers will have a 
Positive impact on housing demand 
through the turn of the century, 
according to Robert Mailey, 
president of the Eastern Middlesex 
Association of Realtors. 

Mailey cites the results of a study 
recently released by the National 
Association of Realtors, The report, 
"The Effects of Demographics on 
Future House Prices," was written 
by Dr, Dowell Myers and John R. 
Pitkin of the University of Southern 
Calif. It found that as the baby 
boomers population grows older, 
people in that age group will 
continue to buy homes, resulting in 
steady sales and stable home values 
throughout the next decade. The 
study refutes predictions that home 
purchases by baby boomers will 
taper off as the generation grows 
older, thus forcing real homes 
prices to decline. 

According to Mailey, as baby 
boomers grow older, their housing 
needs will continue to change, 
causing an actual increase in 
housing demand and in home prices. 
"Baby boomers will not stop buying 
homes just because they are 
growing older,” he says. "There 
will be an ongoing need to meet 
vastly diverse housing requirements 
for affluent trade-up couples, baby 
boomers approaching retirement, 
and growing numbers of 
non-traditional houscholds. We are 
looking for many years of steady 
growth in the residential sector." 

The report contends that shifts in 
population composition, not just 
population growth, often drive 
change in housing demand. "Rapid 
population changes may alter both 
the consumption preferences and 
the effective demand of the total 
population,” the study says. 

The report evaluates the housing 
consumption of cohorts - people 
who are born in certain time 
periods and then move through age 
groups as they grow older. The 
study notes that measures of life 
cycle changes in housing demand, 
derived by tracking generations of 
Americans over a 30 year time 
span, provide a sound basis for 
forecasting future activity, . 

Tracking the home buying 
patterns of the same group over 
different periods of time, the study 
found that, regardless of age, home 
expenditures increased at the end of 
each time period. "At least since 
1960, per capita housing 
consumption has, on average, 


increased for all cohorts in the U.S. 
as they have aged beyond 45 to at 
least age 70," the study says. 

Based on the performances of 
their predecessors, cohorts in the 
baby boom generation will continue 
to create activity in housing markets 
for years to come. 

"The importance of this finding is 
its implication for the future impact 
on the housing market of the large 
baby boom generation. This group 
has matured from the young ages 
when they newly entered the 
housing market (aged 16 to 34 in 
1980), and is proceeding to a 
mature housing market status 
(reaching age 44 in 1990, age 54 in 
2000, and age 64 in 2010), Mailey 
says. 

The study projects that per capita 
housing consumption for the older 
members of the baby boom 
generation will not even start to fall 
off until after 2015 (when they 
reach 70), 

According to Mailey, the research 
counters "doomsday" reports 
claiming home values will drop due 
to the smaller size of the generation 
following the baby boom group. 
Such dire predictions are too 
simplistic, and fail to consider the 
continuing impact the baby boom 
generation will have, he says, 

“As the leading edge of the baby 
boom moves through its peak 
earning years, demand will pick up 
for second homes and retirement 
homes," Mailey says. Additionally, 
some baby boomers previously 
unable to purchase homes will be 
buying, he notes. 

Increased savings by baby 
boomers, combined with larger 
Social Security trust fund and what 
likely will be a smaller deficit, will 
keep interest rates low over the next 
several years Mailey adds. 

The report concludes that the long 
lasting impact of baby boom home 
buyers will offset any drop in young 
households entering the housing 
market. "The baby boom generation 
will have a continued positive effect 
on future house values," it says.

every Chief of Police in 
every city and town 
dreams about, but rarely gets. 

No, it's not a big drug bust, 
no, it’s not a new fleet of cruis- 
ers, which they occasionally get 
anyway, and no, it’s not unlimit- 
ed funding to hire more officers 
at will. 

It's a state-of-the-art public 
safety complex with all the 
goodies: a top notch communi- 
cation center, conference rooms, 
training rooms, a firing range, 
an exercise room, locker rooms, 
a spacious garage, and more. 

Ladies and gentlemen, wel- 
come to the Woburn Police 
Station. The building, 30,000 
square-feet, was built from 
scratch and completed two 
years ago, Naturally, Woburn 
taxpayers picked up the tab, 
which was roughly $6 million, 
but it’s been two years, and the 
complaints have been few. 

As the baby of Woburn Mayor 
John W. Rabbitt when he took 
the office in 1984, the new sta- 
tion came to fruition just over 
six years later. “It was quite a 
task. I'd need all day to tell you 


[es the kind of thing that 


about it. We're very proud.” ” 

While many cities and towns 
across the state are considering 
what to do about the future of 
their police and fire stations, the 
Woburn station has become a 
point of reference. “Look at 
what they did in Woburn,” says 
one chief. “Why can’t we do 
that?” 

Good question. In difficult fis- 
cal times such as today, nothing 
comes easy, especially millions 
of dollars in funding, no matter 
how important a project might 
seem to be. There is simply not 
enough money to go around, and 
police stations are no exception. 


Howevef, the Woburn police 
station was in a different cate- 
gory. And there was good reason 
for it. One look at the dungeon 
they were trapped in for years 
before the new station would 
explain it. 

Stuck in the basement of 
Woburn City Hall, there were 
few windows and poor air circu- 
lation, not to mention just 5,000 
square-feet of space to handle 75 
officers. Spending too much 
time in that musty basement 
sometimes made cops feel like 
they were incarcerated and not 
the criminals.

station of their own. Now two years old, this state-of-the-art complex has the capability to run the City of Woburn 
from its sophisticated communications desk. It’s a far cry from the dungeon-like quarters of the old station, which 
was located in the basement of Woburn City Hall. 


In contrast, a tour of the 
spotless complex on Harrison 
Avenue, just a half-mile from 
the old station in Woburn 
Square, may remind one of a 
brand spanking new office com- 
plex, not a police station. It’s a 
far cry from the dungeon under 
City Hall. 

“You have to design for fifty 
years in advance,” said Woburn 
Police Chief Phillip Mahoney. 
And that is exactly what design- 
er Kubitz and Pepi did. The 
Wellesley firm also designed the 
building with a flat roof, to allow 
for easy upward expansion in 
the future. 

Beginning in the basement, 
Mahoney, who could make pret- 
ty good part-time money as a 
tour guide, highlights the fea- 
tures of the _ station 
“Structurally, you can't beat it 
We've got backup systems for 
gas, diesel, and electric. If 
everything else in town fails, 
we'll keep going. It's a true pub- 
lic safety building.” 

A blackout at the old station 
meant trouble. The officers on- 
duty were lucky if they had the 
use of their phones. On the odd 
occasion, they might get some 
dim light over their heads, but 
that was because whatever ener:

“We had to disconnect every- 
thing just to keep the phones 
on,” Mahoney said. If the crimi- 
nals only knew. But times 
change, as do police stations 
The new basement is only half 
the package, and is more of a 
training center than anything 
else. 

During his tour, Mahoney 
takes time out to speak with a 
group of off-duty officers attend 
ing an Army-taught seminar on 
narcotics. The officers are from 
all over the state, and range in 
rank from detective to patrol- 
man. They are in seat audi- 
torium, listening to the lecturer. 

“This is an opportunity to 
meet people you know you can 
trust,” the Army lecturer says. 
“So take advantage and you'll 
have contacts who you know will 
be able to give you accurate 
background information.” 

After greeting the group and 
speaking for a few minutes, 
Mahoney exits to continue the 
tour, explaining that police work 
always improves when officers 
have the opportunity to learn in 
a setting such as Woburn’s.

Army team is paid for by 
Woburn, and other towns are 
invited to send their officers. 

Next stop on the tour is the 
firing range, located just down 
the hall from the auditorium. 
Strewn along the corridor are 
various doors leading to storage 
rooms, extra lockers, and 
offices. The firing range is at 
the end of the line. Proper 
weapon technique, says 
Mahoney, may save a life some 
day. “You can never get enough 
training.” 

Also downstairs is the main 
evidence room, an office for the 
department’s chief prosecuting 
officer, and other equipment 
storage areas. In the previous 
building, there was no evidence 
room, meaning officers kept evi- 
dence such as drugs and 
weapons in their locker, until the 
trial date came around, which 
sometimes took months. 


A walk upstairs proves quite 
interesting as well. An elaborate 
darkroom is the first treat, 
where all pictures are processed 
in color. Gone with the old sta- 
tion went the standard black 
and whites, and in with the new 
station came the colorization. 


A clean, well-lighted place 
awaits Woburn detectives when 
they arrive to work in the morn 
ing, unlike the sweatshop with 
no windows they used to look 
forward to under City Hall. The 
detectives have the use of com- 
puterized enmnosite sketching, 


to help a witness put a face to a 
memory. 

The computer system as a 
whole has been upgraded. 
Actually, it was simply given 
birth. The old station’s comput- 
er system consisted of two type- 
writers for clerks and three 
more for the officers, all of 
which were confiscated from 
criminals. 

“Of all the things that were 
upgraded, the computer system 
was the most important,” 
Mahoney said. “Police work is 
becoming more and more com- 
puterized all the time.” Not that 
other cities do not have 
Woburn’s computer capability, 
but usually it is bigger cities, 
with more problems, such as 
Boston or Lowell. 

The final stop on the tour is 
two-fold: The core of the station, 
the communication and dispatch 
center, as well as the cell block. 
The communications system 
allows the dispatcher to have 
vital information in seconds, 
which he or she can relate to an 
officer answering a call. 

An officer responding to a 
call of domestic violence, which 
can range from mere shouting 
contests to murders, is given 
such information criminal histo- 
ries and gun permits issued to 
people living at the address he 
or she is headed to. Such infor- 
mation can be life-saving. 

Moving to the cell block, pris- 
oners have never had it so good. 
Doors, not bars, separate the 
good, the bad and the ugly. 
Naturally, the doors are steel 


bound and impossible to break 
through, but probably a little 
less depressing for a cell-dweller 
down on his luck. 

Last year, when Woburn 
police arrested 35 or so Hell's 
Angels “who were about to tear 
up Woburn,” according to 
Mahoney, they were probably 
delighted, under the circum- 
stances, to find that their cells 
were clean, bright, and each 
with hot and cold running water. 

The key, said Mahoney, is to 
have the cell block in close prox- 
imity to the communication cen- 
ter. By law, cell checks must be 
made every 15 minutes. Instead 
of sending an officer from 
upstairs at the communications 
desk, to downstairs, where many 
stations have their cells, the offi- 
cer has only a few feet to walk. 

In that way, the department 
only needs two officers in the 
station at night, which cuts back 
on costs to the taxpayer, 
Mahoney said. 

On the subject of cost, a $6 
million price tag seemed a bit 
steep for some Woburn resi- 
dents, who felt a 30,000 square. 
foot building should not be so 
pricey. Mahoney said it was tim- 


“We could have saved about a 
million if it was built today,” 
Mahoney said, explaining that 
interest rates and construction 
costs were not as low four years 
ago, when they broke ground, as 
they are today. 


The Woburn police station 
has the capacity of controlling 
the operations of the city’s fire 
and public works departments 
at the same time, in case of 
emergencies such as hurricanes 
and power outages. It was even 
designed to take the punishment 
of an earthquake, albeit a small 
one. 


Police chiefs from all over 
New England have visited to 
bring ideas home to their towns- 
people, in hopes of someday con- 
structing a similar complex. 

Cities and towns often send 
building committees to Woburn 
in attempts to gather informa- 
tion. It is THE public safety 
complex. But most communities 
can only plan, because the fund- 
ing just is not there. Had the old 
station been anything better 
than the dungeon it was, maybe 
it would still be the site of police 
activity in Woburn.

A period piece set in the 
1960s, Jack the Bear is the story 
of a boy in the throes of leaving 
his childhood behind. The sud- 
den death of his mother, a father 
with problems of his own, tenta- 
tive stabs at first love and a lit- 
tle brother's tragedy make’for a 
quick shove into the world of 
adulthood. 

Looking at this as a movie 
that deals realistically with all 
the confusion of growing up, 
especially when maturity is cou- 
pled with tragedy, the film 
works. But it is severely ham- 
pered by a sentimentality that is 
mishandled. Robert J. Stein- 
miller is gawky and hesitant 
and utterly believable as a kid 
trying to cope not only with 
puberty, but with tragedy. There 
is nothing of the Spielbergian 
brat about this kid. He even 
looks like he could be your next 
door neighbor. 

Danny DeVito is fine as his 
father, Better than fine. He 
brings an emotional resonance 
to this piece we haven't before 
seen in his work. But the diree- 
tor, and the script, veer off onto 
a simplistic tangent that under- 
cuts the honest sentiment 
brought to the screen by both 
DeVito and his young co-star, 
Steinmiller. 


Though always aimed at the 
heartstrings, DeVito is often 
able to sidestep some of the sto- 
ry's manipulation. His charac- 
ter, a low-budget horror show 
host and loving father, reveals a 
depth that springs more from 
DeVito's performance than from 
the writing. One of the best 
moments in the film is when he 
guarantees Steinmiller a great 


= 


evening when the boy brings his 
first girlfriend home for dinner. 

Director Marshall Herskovitz 
should have trusted these little 
moments. They work so much 
better than a repeated focus on 
crying kids, or an antagonist 
who surpasses the strange mark 
and becomes downright sinister. 
But when Herskovitz flashes 
back to Steinmiller's dead moth- 
er in pale, washed-out scenes, 
you can feel how sadness has 
permeated his whole life. Such 
scenes, brief and powerful, are a 
delight. They make up for a 
shallowness in direction that 
weakens much of the film. 

But the major flaw here is the 
bad guy, who isn't just bad, he's 
a Neo-Nazi. Gary Sinise looms 
before the neighborhood chil- 
dren, oozing weirdness.all over 
the place. It seems as though 
Steinmiller's character has to be 
superhuman. Not only must he 
cope with family problems that 
include a father with a drinking 
problem, but enter Sinise as the 
neighborhood whacko heaping 
melodrama into the mix. You 
simply feel pandered to when 
you realize the writer/direc 
tor/producers wouldn't trust us 
with a story that would have 
been just fine if left to its bitter- 
sweet roots. Larger than life is 
not necessarily better. 


Married to It features three 
couples who have nothing in com. 
mon but instantly become best 
friends. They laugh together, they 
cry together, they spout cliches 
together. Beau Bridges and 
Stockard Channing imbue their 
aging hippies with some depth, 
but most of this movie plays out 
like a sit-com. Rated R. **
